Largest client (accounting for as much as 32-55% of the fee revenue of the fee 
revenue of Kirk Friedland, P.L. - excluding a one-time class action fee) is 
transitioning the work that had been done by the Husband’s P.L. 
expected that within 60 days all of this client’s business will hav 
other lawyers, law firms and professionals. 

Husband had contemplated beginning to wind up his practice in this year, in any 
event upon reaching age 65. The significant financial development has 
accelerated this desire. 


Husband has paid himself a salary of $ 16,700 per month for years. The loss of his 
largest client makes sustainability of this salary highly questionable. For the 
reason set forth in Footnote 1, Husband is uncertain how much longer he can pay 
himself this salary. Paying himself this salary in the first month of 2015 resulted 
in a $4,000 loss to the P.L. 

In the first month of 2015 the Husband sustained a $4,000 loss. Exact amount of 
loss or minimal business income in the future will be dependent on month-to- 
month revenues, but uillbe materially affected by the loss of the client reflected 
in Footnotes 1 & 2. 

Estimated after split of financial accounts. 

Prior to turning 65 the Husband’s P.L. was paying for his health insurance. This 
is no longer the case since he’s now eligible of Medicaid. Minimal meals, 
entertainment and travel have been provided. In addition the P.L. has paid some 
of the expenses for the North Carolina’s residence for the Husband’s benefit. This 
is reflected in the business income above in Line 3. 

Pursuant to IRMA A (Income Related Medicare Adjustment Amount) the 
Medicare amount that the Husband is currently paying will be adjusted upward 
when his 2014 income tax information is sent to Medicare. The Husband 
understands that this may be double to triple the current amount.
